Leading Democrat Nitze 
Slated For Pentagon Job

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
leading 
Democrat, 
Paul 
H. 
Nitze, is slated to take a job in 
President Nixon’s Pentagon. 
His duties are expected to 
include lobbying .in Congress 
for administration n u c l e a r 
weapons programs. 
Pentagon sources said today 
that Nitze is expected to take 
over soon as assistant defense 
s e c r e t a r y for international 
security affairs, the same slot 
he held, 'under President John 
F. Kennedy. 
A few days after Kennedy’s 
death, 
Nitze 
became 
Navy 
Secretary. In the middle of the 
Vietnam war he became deputy 
defense secretary, the No. 2 
civilian post in the Pentagon, 
serving there until the inaugu­ 
ration of President Nixon. 
T h o u g h the International 
Security Affairs (ISA) office 
has fallen into relative inactivi­ 
ty during the Nixon administra­ 
tion, Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger apparently intends

Hidore 
claimed 
the 
world’s rapidly increasing popu­ 
lation, and. mankind’s expanding 
technological d e v e l o p m e n t 
threaten to make the entire 
earth system unstable. 
“These factors of growth and 
technological development have 
led to the extermination of man 
living organisms, the concentra­ 
tion of wastes in such l a r g e 
amounts that the environment 
can not destroy them, and the 
introduction of material f o r 
which here are no natural mech 
anisms to destroy them,” he 
said, referring to synthetic pes­ 
ticides. 
“The planetary system is be­ 
ing disturbed to the extent that 
if present policies are continued 
the only possible result can be 
worldwide catastrophe and tur­ 
moil,” Hidore added, in his new 
book. 
"Physical 
Geography: 
Earth Systems.” 
Already there are hints of such 
calamity appearing on a region­ 
al basis, he suggested. Short­ 
ages of food and water are in­ 
creasing and large-scale region­ 
al shortages of electricity are 
becoming perennial. Hidore said 
The demand for energy can­ 
not continue at its current rate, 
he 
continued, 
noting 
it has 
doubled every 15 years in recent 
decades in North America and 
will quadruple by 2000 at 1970 
rates. 
Technology alone, will n o t 
provide the answer to the prob­ 
lems, he said. Frequently, tech­ 
nology provides answers to en­ 
vironmental problems that often 
are worse than that which they 
were supposed to solve. 
“Completely lost to' sight in 


the present world energy hassle 
is the basic truth that the earth 
is a finite system.,’ he said. “As 
resource consumption takes plac 
on an ever greater and greater 
scale, there develops more and 
more resistance in the system 
as resource demands come into 
conflict.” 


Growth must be slowed, he 
said, and man must recognize 
decisions should be made on the 
basis of how they will effect the 
basis of how’ they will effect the 
entire world, not just a specific 
region, state or nation.

I don't like to read in publications where city 
people are blaming farmers for the high cost of food 
in the market place. I don't hear this kind of talk; I 
don’t read this kind of stuff; and city people I know 
are sm art enough to know that there are' a lot of 
happenstances between, the raw product of the 
farmer and that on the shelf of the .grocer. 


Farm product price rises may mean higher food 
prices for consumers; they are also an indication of 
an assured, abundant food supply in the future. 
Adequte food supplies in this country have long 
been taken for granted because the U .S. 
agricultural plant (farming operation) has perform­ 
ed so efficiently across the years. 


Investment in farming equipment today is more 
than a few horses, $50 per acre land, breaking 
plows, corn planters, corn binders, and a few other 
odds and ends. A Purdue economist estimates an 
800-acre Indiana farm would take about 1610,000 
to buy and equip. (I have news for this guy: he is at 
least $200,000 short.) 


If price rises are necessary to keep the American 
farmer supplied with the tools of his business and 
on the course of ever greater productivity, 
consumers must accept them — and I believe they 
do. 


Incidentally, while we are talking about money 
and high prices of stuff, have you tried to buy a new 
automobile, a new pair of shoes, a new suit of 
clothes, set up a new business, or buy a newspaper 
plant lately? Or have you tried to scrape together 
enough money to pay your employes a decent 
enough wage so that they can buy something new 
once in a while, too? Think it over. We all have 
problems.

Even though the courthouse was closed 
yesterday, the 11th, today is Abraham Lincoln’s 
birthday, because that is the day on which Lincoln 
was said to have been born in a cabin near 
Hodgenville, Kentucky, in 1809. Several around 
town have been avid Lincoln scholars, and are quite 
knowledgeable about the many aspects of his 
boyhood, his youth, manhood, and career. 
Uniess you are a particularly apt scholar, you 
may have missed two points concerning Mr. 
Lincoln. He was an inventor, and held patents on 
some of his creations from the U.S. Patent Office, 
and on some he did not. He was also something of a 
poet, and at one time quite seriously considered 
offering some of his labors for publication. 
In one of his works written some 30 yearns after 
his departure from the wilderness of Indiana, he 
made a visit to the area near Gentryville where he 
grew from boyhood to a man. It inspired him to set 
down these lines, and. pass them, along to a great 
friend of his. William Johnston: 


My childhood's home I see again, 
And sadden with the view; 
And still, as memory crowds my brain, 
There's pleasure in it too. 


0 Memory! thou midway world 
’Twixt earth and paradise. 
W here things decayed and loved ones lost 
In dreamy shadows rise, 


And. freed from all that’s earthly vile, 
Seen hallowed, pure, and bright, 
Like scenes in some enchanted isle 
All bathed in liquid light. 


As dusky mountains please the eye 
When twilight chases day; 
As bugle-notes, that, passing by. 
In distance die away; 


As leaving some grand waterfall, 
We, lingering, list its roar— 
So memory will hallow all 
We’ve known, but know no more. 


Near tw enty years have passed away 
Since here 1 bid farewell 
To woods and fields, and scenes of play. 
And playmates loved so well. 


W here many were, but few remain 
Of old familiar things; 
But seeing them, to mind again 
The lost and absent brings. 


The friends 1 left that parting day, 
How changed, as time has sped! 
Young childhood grown, strong manhood gray, 
And half of all are dead. 


1 hear the loved survivors tell, 
How naught from death could save, 
Till every sound appears a knell, 
And every spot a grave. 


I range the fields with pensive read, 
And pace the hollow rooms, 
And feel (companion of the dead) 
I’m living in the tombs. 


These were words from unschooled Abraham 
Lincoln, who could be a President whose policy was 
“no policy;’’ who couldn’t see a sleepy soldier shot if 
he could get a message through about it in time; 
who was concerned that the enlisted men of the 
defeated Confederate armies got a horse to take 
home when the war was over; and who returned 
part of a $25 attorney fee when he thought it was 
too much. Most scholars are familiar with the Ann 
Rutledge legend—some historians say it’s true, 
others say no. There is a purported Ann Rutledge 
burial plot in a small cemetery north of Springfield, 
Illinois; her remains were supposed to have 'been, 
removed to this place. I have been strongly advised 
this is a fraud. 
Anyway, February 12 is Abraham’s birthday, 
not the 11th, no matter what Congress decides. 
Without a full year of formal schooling, this man in 
his lifetime was revered, loved, hated, and finally 
destroyed by one who imagined himself becoming a 
national hero. So ended the life o f “Father 
Abraham,’’ whose greatest ambition was to “save 
the Union” and return home to Springfield. In his 
short, unlettered lifetime, he turned out some of 
the world’s greatest papers and documents, 
unsurpassed in their simplicity and literary beauty.

in conference. 
The Senate would divide the

There will, have to be some 
adjustm ents,

Washington Window 


This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. My wife and I file a joint re ­ 
turn. We disagree about check­ 
ing off tax dollars to the Presi­ 
dential 
Election 
Campaign 
Fund. Can she check off a dol­ 
lar, even though 1 do not? 


A. Yes. When filing a joint re­ 
turn, one spouse may designate 
$1 to the Fund even if the 
other does not. Or together you 
may designate a total of $2 or 
choose not to designate any­ 
thing. 


Remember, if you did not 
check off on your 1972 return, 
you can still do so on your 1973 
return for 197:2 as well as for 
1973. 


Q. In return for a good rate 
of interest, 1 agreed to leave 
several thousand dollars in my 
bank account for two years. 1 
earned $300 in interest from 
this time-deposit, account. Rut 
because 1 withdrew th e prin­ 
cipal 
before 
the two years 
expired, the bank forfeited a 
portion of the interest. Can I 
deduct the forfeited am ount of 
interest on my tax return? 


A. Yes. For individual tax p ay ­ 
ers item izing their deductions, 
such am ounts are deductible 
as a m iscellaneous deduction. 
However, you m ust report as 
income the entire amount of 
the interest credited to your 
account, 


Q. Where can I get a copy of 
your official income tax guide? 
A. A copy of “Your Federal 


Income Tax,*’ Publication 17, 
may be purchased for $1.00 if 
picked up at IRS offices or 
m any post offices throughout 
the country. If you wish to 
order a copy by mail from the 
Governm ent P rinting Office in 
W ashington, B.C., the price is 
$1.25 postpaid. 


Q. W hat are the rules for de­ 
ducting finance charges on de­ 
partment store revolving charge 
accounts? 


A. You may deduct the “finance 
charge” levied by retail stores 
on your revolving charge ac­ 
counts if the charges are based 
on your unpaid balances and 
com puted monthly. Also, in the 
case of bank credit card plans, 
you 
can deduct the finance 
charge 
if 
no 
p a rt 
of this 
am ount is for service charges, 
loan fees, credit investigation 
fees, etc. 
However, if you buy items 
on the installm ent plan and 
the carrying charges are sepa­ 
rately stated, but the interest 
charge cannot be ascertained, 
deduct the lower of f l) 6 per­ 
cent of your average unpaid 
monthly balance or 
(2) the 
actual charge for the year. F or 
more details, see IRS Publica­ 
tion 545, “ Income Tax Deduc­ 
tion for Interest Expense.” Use 
the order blank on the back of 
your lO'IO1 tax form s package 
to obtain a free copy. 


Q. I filed my return the first 
week in January. When will 1 


get my refund? 


A. If you filed in Ja n u ary and 
there were no mi stokes on your 
retu rn , you should get your 
refund in 4 to 5 weeks. If you 
file later, it m ay take up to 8 
weeks. 


Q. Can you round off dollars on 
your Federal income tax, re ­ 
turn? 


A. Yes. T h i s m e a n s t h a t 
am ounts under 50 cents are 
eliminated and amounts from 
50 cents to 99 cents are in­ 
creased to the next dollar. If 
you choose to round off, you 
must do so consistently with all 
figures on the return. 


Q. I pay a baby-sitter to take 
care of my children while I go 
to work. Are these am ounts de­ 
ductible? 


A. Yes. If you meet th e quali­ 
fications, you m ay deduct up to 
$400 for any calendar month 
for child care expenses incurred 
in your home'. Expenses for the 
care of your dependents un­ 
der the age of 15, if performed 
outside your 
household, 
are 
lim ited for each month to $200 
a m onth for one child; $300 a 
month for two children; or 
$400 a month fo r three or more 
children. 
Your 
deductible 
expenses 
must be reduced by one-half of 
the am ount by which your ad ­ 
justed gross income exceeds 
$18,000 for one year. For more 
details, see your Form 1040 
instructions or w rite your In ­ 
ternal Revenue district office 
for a free copy of IRS Publi­ 
cation 503, “Child Cara and 
Disabled Dependent Care.”

MIAMI (UPI) - A two-year- 
old boy, picking tomatoes with 
his family on a Sunday outing 
J in 
a 
“ Pick 
‘cm 
yourself’ 
l tomato field, plunged into a 25- 
foot deep irrigation well and 
suffocated despite frantic res­ 
cue efforts by police, firemen 
and a young girl. 
Tho girl, lowered into the 14- 
inch round hole in a despera­ 
tion 
move, 
apparently 
came 
within inches of reaching little 
Glen 
Grcenstein, 
who 
had 
lodged six feet down the hole. 
But she could only retrieve 
doll the boy had clasped. 
Rescuers finally had to use a 
utility company hole-driller to 
dig their way to the youth who j 
was rulled out by fireman Lt. 
Lou Masters two hours after his 
plunge. Mouth-to-mouth resusc­

Ilok “has the technology to win 
the energy war promptly.” 


Although I had been expect­ 
ing someone to come up with 
the answer, I must say I was a 
bit surprised by the 
answer 
Krajcovic-Ilok came up with. 
To surmount a problem, of 
course, one m ust first identify 
the 
root 
cause. 
And 
Dr. 
Krajcovic-Ilok 
has 
identified 
the root cause of the energy 
crisis 
as—arc you ready for 
this?—oversize coal. 
It’s That Simple 
Yes, folks, it’s that simple. 
We have enough coal in the 
ground 
to 
meet 
our energy 
requirements for the next 400 
years. 
But 
'those lumps 
the 
miners dig up are too large for 
the type of fuel we need. 
Reduce the size of coal to 
about .00016 of an inch, says 
Krajcovic-Ilok, and we’ll have 
the fuel shortage whipped. 
After reading his testimony 
before a Senate subcommittee 
on energy, I called a spokes­ 
man 
for 
the 
National 
Coal 
Association. 
“ Well. Stanley,” I said, “this 
is a fme mess you’ve gotten us 
into.” 
“ What have we done now, 
Oliver?” 


The 
a ijactation 
spoke s man 
said he was sorry if the coal 
wasn’t small enough to please 
everybody, but he denied the 
mine owners were to blame. 
"Tt’s already big when we 
find it,” he explained. 


Too Much to Ask 
It obviously would be asking 
too much to ask the miners to 
dig up lumps of coal only 16- 
10,000 of an inch. 
Every miner in the UMW 
would soon have a severe case 
of eyestrain. 
You can’t ask a miner who 
has beon shoveling coal all of 
his life suddenly to switch over 
to 
tweezers. 
Some 
of 
the 
younger 
miners 
might make 
the 
adjustment, 
but the old 
hands are too set in 'their ways 
to change. 
Fortunately, 
however, 
we 
don’t have to depend on the 
miners for small coal. 
Krajcovic-Ilok 
says he has 
developed a process that makes 
coal so tiny it can be burned in 
diesel engines or blended with 
oil and natural gas to produce 
new types of fuels. 
He says .fuel also can be' 
made by reducing the size of 
dried vegetable residues, straw 
and similar substances. 
It is .good to know as one 
waits in line at the gas station 
that one’s faith in. American 
knowhow has not been 
mis­ 
placed.

Hearst 
kidnaping was agonizingly nar­ 
rowing down today to whether 
the 19-year-old university coed 
is alive or dead. 


Millionaire 
newspaper 
pub­ 
lisher Randolph Hearst said it 
was “frightening” that a week 
after the abduction no further 
word about his daughter’s fate 
had been 
received from 
the 
terrorist "Symbionese 
Libera­ 
tion 
Army” 
which 
proudly 
proclaimed 
responsibility 
last 
week. 


"I have to believe the SLA 
has .my daughter,” Hearst told 
newsmen Monday before televi­ 
sion cameras outside the family 
mansion. 
"The only other possibility is 
that 
some 
absolutely 
crazy 
person has taken her off and 
killed 
her. 
I 
don’t 
want 
to 
believe that.” 
Charles Bates, FBI agent in 
charge of the kidnap investiga­ 
tion, was asked by newsmen if 
he believed the pretty, sandy- 
haired girl had been killed by 
her abductors as the simplest 
and safest method to protect 
themselves from discovery.

so,” 
Bates 
said.
